EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 79-1 13, 127-28, 130-137, 144-147, and 157-162 are allowed over the prior art of 

record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Battilani (7,025,582) teaches a molding apparatus, comprising a carousel (1) with a 
supporting drum (2), a plurality of molding units including upper punch (3) and lower mold (4), 
a dose delivering head (6) for depositing the plastic dose (D) in the mold cavity, two pairs of 
levers (18-21) pivoted on diametrically opposite sides of the mold (4) by means of threaded 
pivots (22-25) that allow oscillation of the levers, wherein top of the levers are connected by two 
mutually parallel rods (26, 27) that are positioned above and outside of the mold cavity (5) when 
the punch and the mold are in a closed position.

However, Battilani fails to disclose that the punches being kept at a height which is not 
greater than the height of the cavity mold along the traveling path in order to reduce the time 
period in which the does remains in contact with the mold surfaces before pressing; or that the 
support member is hollow and made of porous material; or that a cam arrangement having a 
second position for driving the supporting rods in a dose-pinching position in which the does is 
pinched between the supporting rods.
